1 . My call to you this morning (6 June) was prompted by 
a cabled summary of a report which was still being translated 
(in Bien Hoa) when the summary cable was sent. Attached hereto 
is a just received copy of the full text. This is a preliminary copy 
which, in the interests of speed, I am sending to you "as is . " 

A finished (and neater) copy will be sent to the White House Situation 
Room later this afternoon .
